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Hospitals and De ficits 


EDITORIAL 


Concerning the question of the taxpayers of 
Richmoril issuing bonds to the amount of $150,000 
for a municipal hospital, the California T.earue for 
the Conservation of Public Health has gathered sdime 
vital statistics. They have a very important bearing 
on thé issue to be decided at the special election next 
Tuesday. These facts have firmly convinced the 
Recor'd-Herald that it is tight in advising the elec- 
tors to vote against the hospital bonds. 

The statement issued shows that there are 500 
hospitals in California, with approximately 45,000 
hospital beds available for the sick. The daily cost 
of maintaining these hospitals is $160,000, and that 
more than 90 per cent. of all hospitals are operated 
at a loss to their owners or financial supporters. 

In one. part of the statement issued is the follow- 
ing very significant paragraph: a 

“There is, of course, no such thing as a 
‘free’ hospital. Every hospital - service 
costs somebody something. It is true thafe 
municipalities can absorb these costs in the 
costs. of government and pay for them out 
of your taxes. It is also possible, by the 
curious methods of accounting quite com- 
mon in governments, so to distribute these 
costs that only an expert could find them 
and show them for what they are.” 


In a few words the above paragraph tells you 
that in order for growing deficits to be covered up 
in the conduct of hospitals, figures must be juggled, 
or they must be buried in such a way in reports that 
the average layman will not be able to tell what they 
mean. 

There is not a municipal hospital in the state 
of California. If it was considered wise for such pub- 
lic work at the expense of the taxpayers, every city 
of any size should have had \municipal hospitals 
years ago. 

If a municipal hospital is established for the ben- 
efit of the physicians, a precedent will be set that 
may have no ending. It has been suggested to the 
Record-Herald in this connection that the lawyers 
woulld be asking for a public law library so that they 
could give better service to their clients, that th: 
dentists would get the notion that a public dental 
laboratory was a vital necessity and so on ad finitum, 
; Richmond is now paying its share of a public 
hospital maintenance when it is wrning into the 
coffers of the county over $32,000 yearly.
